The re-election efforts of 
Louis Whitsell, incumbent 
County Board member of 
Nameoki District 26, will be 
opposed in the November 
general election by an 
Independent candidate, it was 
learned by the Press-Record 
today. 

The candidate will be -Mrs. 
Helen Hawkins, Democratic 
precinct committeewoman of 
Nameoki Precinct Five, 
township health inspector and 
the leader of a citizens com- 
mittee which has spearheaded 
efforts to obtain drainage relief 
for the Dobrey Slough area.

“The mayor has received 
word from the state that it now 
wants the city to maintain and 
operate the Dobrey Slough 
drainage line, but so far as we 
are concerned the operating 
and maintenance cost. still 
remains with the state.”” 

Filcoff noted that the original 
agreement between the city and 
the state during the ad- 
ministration of the late Mayor 
Donald Partney assigned 
responsibility for operation and 
maintenance of the drainage 
line to the state. 

“I don't know why the state 
wants to change it now, but we 
are going to stand on the old 
agreement,”’ Filcoff told, the 
Press-Record. f 

The Dobrey Slough drainage 
line which will offer interim 
relief to Dobrey area residents 
whose homes are being 
damaged by a high water table 
is within seven to ten days of 
completion, 

Work has been halted on the 
project by the current teamster 
strike, however. Dobrey Slough 
residents have proposed’ that 
Gov. Dan Walker be asked to 
declare the slough district a 
disaster area so that permission 
could be granted to construction 
workers to proceed with the 
drainage line in. spite of the 
strike. 

The drainage line will pump 
surface drainage from Dobrey 
Slough: to existing city sewers 
along Pontoon road and into the 
Nameoki Drainage Canal. 


3 wounded 
loy shotgun 


County Jail at Edwardsville in 
lieu of $60,000 on charges of 
three counts of attempted 
murder. 

He allegedly shot two or more 
times with a 20 gauge shotgun 
through a kitchen window at the 
Lowell Bell Jr. residence on 
Fairview Street in Alhambra at 
1 a.m. Tuesday, striking three 
people. Tilson was arrested at 
home a short time after the 
indident. 

Madison County sheriff's 
deputies said the shootings may 
have been an outgrowth of an 
argument Monday in which a 
member of the Bell family 
allegedly shot a gun in the 
general direction of Tilson. No 
one was injured in that incident. 

Tilson allegedly approached 
the kitchen window of the Bell 
home at 1 a.m. Tuesday and 
shot from the outside into the 
kitchen toward Bell, his wife, 
Betty Bell, 36, of that address 
and Edward Morrison, 19, also 
of Alhambra, son of Mrs. Bell. 

Gunshot pellets struck all 
three. They were taken to. St. 
Joseph's Hospital, Highland, 
where Betty Bell was admitted 
with wounds to her legs. 

Bell and Morrison were 
transferred to St. Elizabeth 
Hospital here, Morrison ins 
critical condition with pellets to 
his back and abdomen. 

Bell underwent surgery 
‘Tuesday for a gunshot wound to 
bis left eye, the left side of his 
neck and his left shoulder.

The governing board of St.

First to be affected by this 
change is the Governing Board. 
The board president will now 
assume the title of chairman of 
the board.

It will be her 
function to preside at all 
meetings of the board of 
directors and she will have 
general oversight over the 
business and affairs of the 
hospital. 

The vice chairman will 
perform the duties of the 
chairman in her absence. 

The secretary of the board, 
Sister Mary Ann, C.D.P:, will 
perform all duties incident to 
the office of secretary and will 
handle other duties assigned 
Her by the chairman.

The Joint Committee report 
said the bill would “assure a 
deliberate awe searching 


Congress; review of 
proposed apr reements which 
involve ir fuel or nuclear 


reactors with any significant 
power output and thus some 
practical potential for 
plutonium generation.” . 

The measure would affect 
proposed agreements for 
cooperation dealing with 
nuclear reactors capable of 
producing more than five 
megawatts of heat. 

Such agreements are 
presently subject to review by 
the Joint Committee, but there 
is no provision for 
Congressional approval or 


“would make it 
obligatory for the Joint Com- 


* mittee to submit a report to 


Congress of its views and 
recommendations regarding 
each proposed agreement, 
together with a proposed 
concurrent resolution stating in 
substance that Congress either 
favors or does not favor the 
proposed agreement for 
cooperation, 

If Congress votes to adopt a 
resolution of disfavor, it would 
legally bar execution of a 
proposed agreement.

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Strong justification for Governor Walker to approve an exposition and 
performing arts building for this state’s No. 2 center of population 


Illinois governors often have used 
a veto pen to strike down needed 
projects in this region. While this 
again is a distinct possibility in the 
case of the Exposition and Perform- 
ing Arts Authority created by the 
Tlinois General Assembly during 
the final weekend of June, many 
people feel it would be the path of 
wisdom for Governor Daniel Walker 
to approve at least the portion of the 
bill permitting a major exposition 
hall to be built in Madison and St. 
Clair Counties, most likely the SIUE 
campus. 

The legislation contemplates cen- 
ters costing up to $15 million each 
here and in Rockford, $10 million 
each in Peoria and Aurora and $5 
million in Springfield. 

Previously, the state participated 
in the rebuilding of burned McCor- 
mick Place in Chicago, the city that 
is the state’s No. 1 population center. 
As No. 2 in size, the. Madison-St. 
Clair Counties area contends that it 
deserves consideration next, 

: followed by the other communities 
in descending order of their concen- 
trations of population. 

Revenue bonds are to be retired 
from the proceeds of operation of the 
proposed local cultural and perform- 
ing arts center, backed up by the 
state’s Agricultural Premium Fund 
and Metropolitan Fair and Exposi- 
tion Authority Reconstruction Fund, 
similar to the McCormick 
procedure. No taxation or new forms 


of revenue are involved. d 

Speculation over gubernatorial op- 
position centers on the prospect of 
the state incurring some of the costs. 
Gov. Walker has taken pains to 4. 
maintain the image of a cost- 
cutter who, above all, will not for- 
sake the welfare of taxpayers. 

But as a former business ex-- 
ecutive, the governor knows that it is 
necessary to spend money in order 
to make money. The vitality that an 
SIUE exposition and convention hall 
would inject into the economy of this < 
region could stimulate greater pros- 
perity, leading to increased job op- 
portunities, commercial expansion 
and more overall revenue to help the 
state meet its growing obligations. 

‘We have read a number of veto 
documents over the years, each 
citing supposedly clear justification 
for negativism, but often injecting < 
illogic and distortions in order to 
reach their conclusion. ‘ 

Former Gov. Kerner, in particu- * 
lar, hurt this community badly after 
listening to the advice of a few # 
people who had little concern for the 
well-being of the Quad-Cities. 

‘The emergence of Gov. Walker as* 
the state’s chief executive has been 
hailed far and wide as a new era, a 
turning away from the narrow 
political thinking of the past. His 
response to the Exposition and Per- 
forming Arts proposal will be an in- 
dication of how much basic change 
has occurred. . 


illinois campaign disclosure legislation an important ‘foot in door’ 


One of the few states without a 
campaign disclosure law, Illinois is 
Moving to remedy that deficiency. 
Legislation approved 52-0 by the 
Senate Sunday night and 158-4 by the 
House Monday requires revelation 
of election contributions and ex- 
penditures of $150 or more. . 

The compromise plan sent to the 
governor has effective dates of Oct. 
1 for state candidates and Jan. 1 for 
local office-seekers. 

In addition to applying to can- 
didates, the legislation affects 
political and campaign committees 

. collecting or expending more than 
_ $1,000 during a 12-month period.

SPRINGFIELD '— Law- 
= they dominate 
politics? 

Make no mistake about it, 


the legal profession is far-and-_ 


away ahead of any other pro- 
fession or trade when it comes 
to being represented in gov- 
ernment. 

‘The federal government, as 
Watergate has‘brought to the 
attention of the nation, has 
been dominated by lawyers 
from Richard Nixon, Spiro 
Agnew and John Mitchell to 
the 38 lawyers on the House 
Judiciary Committee. 

‘All three branches of gov- 
ernment at the state level 
have a preponderance of at- 
torneys. The judiciary, of 
course, are all lawyers. The 
attorneys, in the executive 
branch are Dan Walker, Neil 
Hartigan, Bill Scott, ‘Alan 
Dixon and George Lindberg. 
The only elected office as pro- 
vided in the 1970 constitution 
which is not now held by a 
lawyer is secretary of state — 
Mike Howlett. 

The General Assembly does 
not escape their influence, ei- 
ther. For example, there's 
one pharmacist, one chiro- 
practor, one bowling lanes op- 
erator — and 79 attorneys. 

Of the 177 members elected 
to the House of Representa- 
tives last term, 57 were attor- 
neys. In the Senate, the per- 
centage is even higher, 22 of 
59. 


Why so many? It’s not, the 
money. Most could earn more 
in private practice. 

Their training and experi- 
ence make them better quali- 
fied than most, for one thing. 
Who can better write the law 
than a lawyer, is their argu- 
ment. . 

The time element is a key 
factor, also. In how many pro- 
fessions can the person take 
the time off or a leave-of-ab- 
‘sence in order to campaign? 
In the case of legislators, they 


can practice law parttime~ 


while lawmaking parttime. 


In addition, many of them 


SPRINGFIELD — Ignore 
unpleasant gossip and maybe 
it'll go away; ignore sludge 
and it tends to pile up at the 
edge of town. 

The inevitable production of 
sewage sludge is « matter of 
growing concern in more and 
more communities which are 
running out of practical ways 
or places to dispose of it. 

The problem is being com- 
pounded by a widespread ‘‘ig- 
nore it and maybe it’ll go 
away” attitude on the part of 
the Dllinois public. 

Perfectly aware the prob- 
lem isn’t going to just solve it- 
self, the state EPA currently 
has a program going aimed at 
— if you'll pardon the expres- 
sion — bringing sludge out in- 
toithe open. Literally. 

Viewing use of sludge as an 
agricultural fertilizer, the 

* EPA sees such use as both in- 
evitable and logical. Unfor- 
tunately, it’s also highly emo- 
tional. 

For instance: a Lewistown 
farmer, William Johnson, has’ 
asked necessary EPA ap- 
proval for a plan to ship 1,200 
tons of air-dried sludge Week- 
ly: from the Cook County 
treatment plant and use it to 
fertilize 3,000 acres in Frank- 
lin County. On the surface it 
seems to everyone’s benefit — 
Johnson will be paid by the 
Chicago Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District for removing the 
sludge which is giving them 
problems; the railroads will 
let-him haul it at a reduced 
rate in order to use cars which 
otherwise would be returning 
empty from Cook County af- 
ter delivering coal from 
Southern Illinois, and John- 
‘son’s 3,000 acres would be get- 

fertilized.

There’s sene other less- 
than-glorious reasons, too. 

A young lawyer gravitates 
toward government because- 
the listing of assistant state’s 
attorney, assistant attorney 
general or parliamentarian 
certainly looks good on the 
resume. 

Many of them don’t like the \ 
legal competition. In govern- 
ment it's easier to be an ad- 
ministrative lawyer, or a re- 
search person. ‘ 

How can the political estab- 
lishment retire a nonlawyer 
legislator to another public 
capacity without it being a de- 
motion? It’s difficult. A law- 
yer-legislator, on the other 
hand, can end the hustle-bus- 
tle of the General Assembly 
by being nominated for judge. 

An unscrupulous lawyer- 
legislator finds it easier to 
hide any graft. Rather than 
take an unsophisticated cash 
kick-back, he can have uni- 
dentified elients pumping 
thousands of dollars into his 
law firm. 

And finally, and perhaps 
most important, a_ political 
lawyer gets free advertising 
by virtue of having his name 
in the newspaper all the time. 
How else can their name be- 
come a household word? They 
can’t pay for advertising, it’s 
against the bar association's 
code of ethics. In politics, 
though, they becomé well- 
known, which helps them fi- 
nancially later. 

Despite the antilawyer atti- 
tude much of the public has as 
the result of Watergate, few 
politicians have campaigned 
on an antilawyer theme. 

John Kirby, the Williams- 
ville educator, was going to 
make that a cornerstone of his 
campaign against Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson until he withdrew 
in favor of George Burditt — 
another lawyer. 


“Part of the area is in a flood- 
plain, and that worries us,"’ he 
says.

Bus funds voted 


Rep. Horace L. Calvo,: D- 
Granite_City, Tuesday was one 
of two House members on a 
House-Senate conference 
committee which worked out a 
plan to include Bi-State Transit 
System in the downstate 
transportation fund — a move 
which made the system eligible 
for state matching funds. 

Calvo said the solution 
determined in conference 
provides that 1-32 of state sales 
taxes collected within the 
transit area will be mat¢hed on 
a basis of two dollars from state 
funds for each local dollar: 

The conference report ac- 
cepted: by both the House and 
Senate also provides that Bi- 
State will receive 2-32 of sales 
taxes collected within’ the 
transit system area in Illinois 
without any local contribution 
for the fiscal year which began 
Monday, July 1, and ends June 
30, 1975. This formula is ex- 
pected to produce about $3.2 
“million for Bi-State. 

Calvo's efforts were aimed at 
funding Illinois’ 17 per cent 
share of Bi-State’s expected 
deficit. 


The local legislator earlier 
proposed a $3 million flat grant 
asa direct subsidy for the 
current fiscal year, but this and 
other House Bills,~.ineluding 
legislation proposed by Rep. 
James Krause of East St. Louis, 
failed to pass in the Senate — 
making necessary the con- 
ference committee which 
worked out Tuesday’s solution. 

The conference committee 
version now goes to Governor 
Dan Walker for his approval or 


disapproval.

Living costs key vi 


“The cost of living must be 
the theme of the 1974 election, 
and Democratic candidtates 
with a solid reputation for 
achievement deserve to be 
elected over the disciples of 
Nixon rule-or-ruin philosophy,” 
State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon 
told gatherings of Democrats 
early this week in Collinsville 
and Edwardsville. 

Dixon said a recent study 
shows that for every $100 the 
average family spent on living 
costs in January 1969, when 
President Nixon took office, it 
now costs $134 to live as well 
today. 

“A dollar that was worth 100 
‘cents when Pres. Nixon took

worth only 74 cents. 

“During this 1969 to 1974 


‘+ \period,” Dixon added, “food 


has soared 47.3 per cent, 
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housing is up 32.9 per cent and

—Margarine is: up 67.9 per 
cent.

Expanded federal 
boat safety rules 


Illinois boaters who do their 
boating in watercraft over 16 
feet long have been given a 
year’s grace period to comply 
with new tougher federal safety 
requirements. 


By July 1975, anyone 
operating a boat 16 feet long or 
longer will be required to have a 
wearable flotation device 
aboard for each person on 
board, plus one throwable 
flotation device, Failure to be so 
equipped will result in arrest 
and fines. 

Ken Gruenewald of the Law 


* Enforcement Division of the 


State Conservation Department 
sajd the state asked for, and 
‘obtained, the one year’s waiver 
because it was initially believed 
the present legislative session 
would consider only fiscal 
matters, and that the state 
would not have time to amend 
its present boat safety 
legislation. 

The session ending this week 
was broadened to include non- 
revenue as well as revenue 
proposals. 

Legislation will be introduced 
next January to bring the state 
into compliance with the federal 
requirements, while also in- 
corporating any other changes 
the federal authorities might 
require. 

Except in the area of flotation 


, devices, Illinois has actually 


been more strict than the 
requirements of the Coast 
Guard, Gruenewald said. 

Illinois has long been 
requiring registration of all 
mechanically propelled 
watercraft, and requiring 
lifesaving devices’ aboard all 
craft—provisions which are 
only now being required by 
federal authorities, under a 
boating act which makes grants 
to qualifying states. 

Under that act, a total of $7.5 
million was divided among all 
eligible states, with Illinois 
never having received more 
than $140,000 in grants until 
now. However, the overall total 
is expected. to go to $10 million 
soon, and Illinois conservation 
leaders hope to see the state’s 
grant, increased to the 
maximum allowable funding. 

The initial federal 


requirement on safety 
devices would have 
demanded a wearable device 
for each passenger, and also 
would have required that the 
device be worn at. all times. 

Illinois conservation of- 
ficials fought that provision 
on grounds it would un- 
doubtedly be found un- 
constitutional, as had a 
similar attempt to require 
motorcyclists to wear 
protective helmets. 

Ultimately the language 
proposed by Illinois was 
adopted instead, Gruenewald 
noted. 

Present laws already en- 
forceable require one Coast 
Guard approved flotation 
device aboard for each person 
aboard in boats 16 feet and 
under, These can be cushions if 
they meet Coast Guard stan- 
dards. 

The only differences in the 
state and federal law involves 
boats above 16 feet. 

Gruenewald said the dif- 
ference in requirements was 
adopted because the smaller 
boats are subject to capsizing, 
and a boater sitting on a 
floatable cushion probably will 
automatically take it with him 
when he goes over the side. 

The bigger craft seldom 


capsize, but sink more slowly, , 


he said, giving those aboard 
time to get the wearable devices 
from a storage area, usually in 
the bow, and don them before 
having to abandon the boat. 

Since these craft are also less 
maneuverable, a boater falling 
overboard might drown before 
the boat could return to him, 
hence the requirement for a 
throwable device to keep him 
afloat until he can be hauled in. 

Boaters on navigable waters 
in the state may be stopped by 
Coast Guard boarding teams, 
Gruenewald said, if they do not 
have the wearable devices on 
the larger craft in the coming 
months, but they will be given 
only warning tickets. 

But boaters should be aware 
that they will be required to 
have wearable flotation devices 
on boats over 16 feet after July 
1, 1975, and they might as well 
begin to acquire them now, he 
added.

GC votes wage boosts. 


A series ‘of salary raises’for 
Granite City employes that will 
cost the city $118,531 a year and 
bring the city’s annual payroll 
past the $2-million mark, was 
approved by’ the City Council in 
regular meeting Monday night. 

Ordinances fixing the new 
salaries were approved under a 
schedule that provides salary 
increases of 6.5 per cent to 
appointive’ officers and across- 
the-board raises of $45 per 
month for city hall clerical 
workers and $65 per month for 
all other employes. 

Raises were approved in 
separate ordinances for Chief of 


Police Ronald Veizer and Fire’ 


Chief Don Parente, both of 
whom will receive $17,635 an- 
ually, increased from previous 
salaries of $16,559. All increases 
were made retroactive to May 
1, beginning of the city’s current 
fiscal year. 

* Increases also were granted 
to City Attorney George Filcoff 
whose salary was raised to 
$13,978 from $13,124; Eric 
Robertson, assistant city at- 
torney, to $6,709 from $6,300; 
James Thebeau, board at- 
torney, $2,130 from $1,999, and 
Casper Nighohosian, con- 


demnation attorney, $5,325 from. 


The salary of Robert‘Jackson, 
superintendent of the sewage 
treatment plant, was set at 
$15,409 a year, from a previous 
salary of $14,629. 

Raises for city hall clerical 
workers and other city em- 
ployes were contained in an 
ordinance that also specified a 
wage of $2.25 per hour for all 
part-time workers.

The new salary schedule 
brings the city’s annual payroll 
to $2,021,367. Last year’s payroll 
was $1,902,836. 

The council Monday night
